Twose said users can buy a “return to home 
feature” that would program the drone to au- 
tomatically return to where it had taken off.

“Flyaways can happen,” Twose said. “T rec- 
ommend you put your name, address and 
phone number on your drones and if anyone 
finds it, they can get it back to you.” 

Ross does not hold out much hope of get- 
ting back his drone, a black Hubsan X4 RC 
Quadcopter. 

Ross said he was maneuvering his “entry 
level” drone around 3:30 p.m. Friday when it 
got away from him in Jonquil Playlot Park at 
1001 W. Wrightwood Ave. 

“Tt was a windy day,” said Ross. “I couldn’t 
corral it back, and it’s getting higher and high- 
er, and then I can barely see it.” 

Ross said he began sprinting as it flew west. 
“Twas like, ‘Oh my God, it’s flying right by the 
house.’ ” 

He ran two or three blocks, then slowed to a 
walk. He spent about an hour looking for it, but 
gave up and decided to place an ad in Craigslist. 
No one had called as of Thursday morning. 

He even placed a text file on the drone’s chip: 
“Tf Found, Please Return to Robert Ross.” 

Ross said he wasn’t into remote-control toys 
asa kid, but then he sawa“6o0 Minutes” segment 
about drones. “It was Morley Safer, but they had 
the top of the line [drone] and I watched it and 
I thought, “Wow, this is really cool.” 

After “thinking about it forever,” he and his 
wife Lauren spotted someone flying a drone 
in Maggie Daley Park in early December. 

“My wife got it for me for Christmas,” Ross 
said. “It was only $60 on Amazon.” The drone 
did not have a built-in GPS or live camera. 

Ross said he got so hooked, he’s already 
gotten another one. “It’s just really fun.” 

Ross said he likes to use the drone to film 
himself and his wife in the park. He also does 
practice runs in his condo “to see if I can get it 
down hallways.” 

“I never spy on anybody,” Ross said. “I’ve 
taken some funny videos. I’m looking forward 
to taking it outside Wrigley Field.”

French newspaper for sale in Chicago

The highly-anticipated edition of the 
French satirical newspaper Charlie Hebdo 
will go on sale Friday morning at newsstands 
in Chicago and Evanston. 

The edition, the most recent to reach the 
US. from France, where its weekly circula- 
tion has been estimated at about 60,000, 
was published and went on sale in France 
on Jan. 14, one week after two masked gun- 
men killed a dozen people at and around the 
paper’s headquarters, including members of 
Charlie Hebdo’s editorial staff. 

Some survivors of that assault helped pro- 
duce the new issue, which had a special print 
run of 3 million copies, according to the As- 
sociated Press, but has been almost impos- 
sible to find in the Chicago area in the wake 
of the tragedy, according to booksellers and 
distributors. 

One of the newspaper’s main distribu- 
tors to North America, LMPI, is delivering 
a small handful of copies to Chicago in time 
for two newsstands to put them on the racks 
early Friday morning, according to Eric Is- 


mond, the manager of City Newsstand’s 
Chicago-Main Newsstand in Evanston. Is- 
mond said that handful will represent a por- 
tion of the 300 copies LMPI managers have 
said they will be able to bring to the US. this 
week. 

The Evanston newsstand and its sister 
newsstand in Portage Park, called City 
Newsstand, each will offer five copies for 
sale over the counter Friday when they open 
at 7 a.m., Ismond said. But later this month, 
Ismond expects his distribution contacts 
to deliver “several hundred” more copies to 
the two newsstands—the only Chicago area 
newsstands that have reported they will sell 
the newspaper. 

Ismond said he has received multiple calls 
an hour from customers looking for the 
newspaper in recent days. 

“There’s been a great deal of interest from 
the public. People stop in, our regular cus- 
tomers, plus lots of new people stopping 
in for the first time,” he said. “Even a few 
people from other parts of the country have 
called in saying the word has gotten around 


that we will have it.” 

In a typical weekday morning, Ismond 
said the Evanston shop sees just a few cus- 
tomers an hour—mostly commuters on 
their way to the nearby Main Street CTA 
Purple Line station. He does not know what 
the volume of customers will be like Friday. 

“We're not really sure what to expect to- 
morrow morning. A lot of people are anx- 
ious to get a copy, and we have been trying to 
manage people’s expectations,” he said. “It’s 
hard to predict if they'll be lining up down 
the block.” 

Word of the newspaper’s arrival in Chi- 
cago comes alongside a recent announce- 
ment by Evanston’s police force that there 
are more officers patrolling around the Main 
Street station and other CTA stations this 
week in anticipation of the newspaper going 
on sale, and to address other crime issues. 

Ismond said the store has not received 
any threats regarding sale of the publication, 
which features a controversial cover image 
depicting the Prophet Muhammad.

One of two teens accused of robbing two 
Logan Square delivery drivers at gunpoint 
earlier this month accidentally shot himself 
in the finger while eating stolen pizza, Cook 
County prosecutors said Thursday.

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Proposal: Let seniors 
ride bikes on sidewalks

Sidewalks may get a little more crowded if the 
City Council approves a proposal that would 
allow senior citizens to ride their bikes on the 
walkways. 

Northwest Side Ald. Ariel Reboyras Goth) 
introduced a proposal Wednesday that would 
let senior citizens ages 65 and older join kids 
younger than 12 in pedaling on sidewalks 
throughout the city without penalty. 

Currently, cyclists ages 12 and older are not 
allowed to ride their bicycles on city side- 
walks. The only exception is if the sidewalk 
is officially designated or marked as a bike 
route, or if the sidewalk is used to enter the 
nearest street or bike path or access a bike- 
share station. Violators face a fine that ranges 
from $50 to $200. 

It’s unknown how many senior citizens 
have asked for the right to ride their bikes on 
Chicago sidewalks. Divvy general manager 
Elliot Greenberger said 250 of the bike-share 
program’s 23,000 members are 65 years old 
and older. He said he hasn’t heard anything 
from these members about wanting to ride 
bikes on the sidewalk.

Ron Burke, executive director of the Ac- 
tive Transportation Alliance, a Chicago-area 
biking, walking and transit riding advocacy 
group, said his group has asked Reboyras to 
reconsider his proposal to weigh the pros and 
cons of allowing seniors to ride on sidewalks 
among pedestrians. 

“Minimally, if you’re going to allow any- 
one to bike on the sidewalks, it makes sense 
to prohibit that where you have a decent 
amount of foot traffic,” Burke said. “Certainly 
downtown is not a good idea. Business dis- 
tricts are not a good idea.” 

Bob Kastigar, a 74-year-old cyclist who 
serves on the Mayor’s Bicycle Advisory Coun- 
cil, said he opposes allowing senior citizens to 
be exempt from the law. 

“Bikes should ride on the street. They are 
part of traffic,” Kastigar said. “I’m not one 
who is very keen on giving bicyclists special 
privileges.” 

The proposal will go to the Committee on 
Pedestrian and Traffic Safety for consider- 
ation before heading to the full City Council 
for approval.

Yemeni government collapses 


Yemen’s U.S.-backed president quit Thursday 
under pressure from rebels holding him cap- 
tive in his home, severely complicating Ameri- 
can efforts to combat al-Qaida’s powerful local 
franchise and raising fears that the Arab world’s 
poorest country will fracture into mini-states. 

Presidential officials said Abed Rabbo Man- 
sour Hadi submitted his resignation to parlia- 
ment rather than make further concessions to 
Shiite rebels, known as Houthis, who control 
the capital of Sanaa and are widely believed to 
be backed by Iran. 

The prime minister and his cabinet also 
stepped down, making a thinly veiled reference 
to the Houthis’ push at gunpoint for a greater 
share of power. Houthis deployed their fighters 


around parliament, which is due to discuss the 
situation on Sunday. 

Yemeni law dictates that the parliament 
speaker—Yahia al-Rai, a close ally of former 
autocratic ruler Ali Abdullah Saleh—will now 
assume the presidency. Saleh still wields consid- 
erable power and is widely believed to be allied 
with the Houthis. 

There were conflicting reports suggesting 
that authorities in Aden, the capital of southern 
region of Yemen, would no longer submit to the 
central government’s authority. Even before the 
Houthis’ recent ascendance, a powerful move- 
ment in southern Yemen was demanding au- 
tonomy or a return to the full independence the 
region enjoyed before 1990.

The jury is out on whether Jay Cutler is going 
to get his act together anytime soon. And 
so, the 1985 Chicago Bears continue to loom 
large as one of the greatest Chicago sports 
teams ever. For those of you who sported 
headbands like Jim McMahon as a kid or still 
rock that No. 34 Walter “Sweetness” Payton 
jersey on the weekends, you'll likely want to 
check out the new Bucktown Japanese spot 
Izakaya Mita for its vintage Bears connection. 
Shiyouji Mita, who passed away in 2010, 
was the manager of a popular Japanese 
steakhouse called Ichiban located near 
Belmont and Broadway. Ichiban was a regular 
hangout of the 1985 Chicago Bears. Izakaya 
Mita’s owner, and widow of Shiyouji, Helen 
Mita said, “They came by on Sundays after 
every home game. They ate a lot.” Though 
Ichiban is now closed, its spirit is alive at 
Izakaya Mita, where Helen and her son Brian 
are realizing Shiyouji’s dream of opening a 
Japanese-style izakaya with the help of Ich- 
iban’s former chef, Toshi Motegi. I stopped in 
to see if I could score a super bowl of ramen 
and maybe a touch of the spirit of 1985. 


The scene 

Izakaya Mita is what an izakaya should be, 
which is to say a spartan lair suitable for 
hideaway post-work snacking and hard sake- 
drinking. Many izakayas in Tokyo are subter- 
ranean. Though Izakaya Mita is above grade 
and located on a busy corner in Bucktown, 


it’s tucked away in a typical Chicago red 
brick three-story building, the kind of spot 
usually occupied by eyeglass boutiques or 
dentistry practices. The dining room features 
a bamboo-lined bar, maple-colored flooring, 
white pendant lamps and fairly bare walls. 


The food 

Many small Japanese-skewing spots in Chica- 
go have aspired to be a true reflection of the 
kinds of gritty izakayas you might find in To- 
kyo, but few have succeeded. Places such as 
Momotaro and Sumi Robata Bar lean fancier 
and more gourmet. Others, many which have 
since closed, offered too much monster maki 
and not enough cheap good and odd cuts, like 
say fish collar or fermented seafood. Izakaya 
Mita does not make these mistakes. A bowl 
of ika shiokara (squid bits, $4) pops with 
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funky, briny flavor. “Our Japanese customers 
love this stuff. It might be too much for non- 
Japanese people, but we want to represent 
the kind of food you'd get in a real izakaya,” 
Mita said. If you’re really brave, you can also 
score natto ($4), an authentic fermented (and 
especially stinky) soybean mix. 

The smoky chicken gizzards ($2.50), which 
Motegi and his crew grill over binchotan 
(Japanese charcoal), paint with a touch of 
teriyaki and spritz with a bit of lemon, were 
so good I regretted not ordering two. Firm, 
sweet shitake mushrooms ($5.50) glazed with 
a sweet soy sauce and caramelized on that 
same binchotan grill tasted like delectable 
fungi candy. There’s also a smattering of 
tempura on offer, including usual suspects 
such as shrimp and assorted veggies, but 
what really drew my eye was an eggplant,

cheese and jalapeno tempura sandwich ($5). 
Picture crispy eggplant, spicy jalapeno and 
gooey cheese all tempura-fried into one crazy 
delicious nugget, like a Japanese-inspired 
mozzarella stick. Really, the only thing that 
didn’t work for me was the tonkotsu ramen 
($12.50). The broth had decent body, but it 
was way too salty and the roast pork served 
inside was desert-dry. 


The sake 

The sake and sochu list, overseen by general 
manager Brian Mita, is pretty deep. Instead 
of being forced to invest in a whole bottle, I 
liked the option to choose from a selection of 
eight different “one cup” sakes, 180-milliliter 
single servings ranging in price from $6.50- 
$20 that allow you to sample a range of flavors 
as you might glasses of wine or bottles of beer. 
I really enjoyed the Kiku-Masamune futsu- 
shu ($6.50), which was dry and had a mineral- 
like finish like a clean, crisp shot of vodka. 


The bottom line 

There’s a time to get glammed up and chow 
down at a flashy spot like Momotaro. But 
when you're looking for a Japanese spot 

to hang out in relative anonymity in your 
favorite T-shirt and jeans, Izakaya Mita is the 
place to be.

post-“Friends” Oscar 
nomination and then 
didn’t, “Cake” arrives 
exactly in line with its 
buzz: This is a good, 
non-nomination- 
worthy Jennifer 
Aniston performance 
in a pretty standard 
drama. 

The long-unde- 
rused actress plays 
Claire (coincidentally the name of J.Lo’s 
character in “The Boy Next Door” as well), 
whose external scars are nothing compared 
with her constant internal pain. She gets 
booted from her support group and soon de- 
velops a friendship with Roy (Sam Worthing- 
ton), whose wife, Nina (Anna Kendrick), a 
former member of Claire’s group, recently 
committed suicide. Fortunately the relation- 
ship between Claire and Roy doesn’t go to 
the place many lazier filmmakers would take 
it, but that bond (as well as Claire’s visions 
of Nina, the better to get some use out of 
Kendrick) feels like writer Patrick Tobin 
and director Daniel Barnz (“Won't Back 
Down’) grasping to pass the time—as you 
can’t (shouldn’t) make a full-length movie 
comprised only of a woman lying in bed and

moaning. Well, moaning in agony, I mean. 

Perhaps that notion of filling emotional 
gaps is fitting for a movie in which there is 
no solution to these characters’ struggle, 
only temporary reprieve. They are alive, 
but barely. That said, there are many, many 
movies about the sort of tragedies involved 
in “Cake.” That doesn’t invalidate them, or 
make them unworthy of having their stories 
told, but it means that a personal, detailed 
touch (like in “Rabbit Hole,” to name just 
one) is required that this film simply doesn’t 
have. 

There’s also a frustrating attempt to with- 
hold predictable information to increase the 
film’s impact when, as usual, a more direct 
approach would have been better. And jokes 
like Claire promising, “On my mother’s 
grave” and her hired help, Silvana (Adriana 
Barazza of “Babel”), replying, “But your 
mother lives” miss by a mile. But Aniston’s 
solid, keeping us watching a character who’s 
angry and difficult and unsure how much lon- 
ger she can live like this. (She lies down in the 
car and gives Silvana street directions, which, 
admittedly, makes me think of the “SNI’ skit 
“The Californians.”) The role deserves her; 
the movie doesn’t.

Franny (Anne 
Hathaway) strikes up a

The description can end there 
because this 82-minute contrivance from 
writer-director Kate Barker-Froyland doesn’t 
deepen things beyond the basic.

No commentary is made about 
the grieving process, other than the inclina- 
tion to connect to loved ones in any way pos- 
sible while also searching to feel something

other than sorrow. Naturally, a tragic situa- 
tion leads to a degree of musical inspiration, 
as heartbreak tends to amplify creativity. 

But, in a similar and different way than 
“Rudderless”— another Sundance 2014 film 
involving music and devastation—“Song 
One” feels thin, treading water instead of 
daring to touch the bottom of the pool. 

Did Franny have to be feeling badly about 
the fight she and Henry had, leading to a 
six-month estrangement before the accident? 
Does James, who had a hit debut album but 
since has suffered writers’ block, have to 

be so dully, readily available? It’s all just too 
obvious and easy. And Franny and James don’t 
seem to give any thought to their develop- 
ing relationship, which is understandable 

in the heat of the moment but troublesome 
in terms of the story as concern drifts into 
unexamined selfishness. 

In many roles, Hathaway frequently seems 
like she’s acting; she’s best here when all she 
has to do is cry. There’s a short film in “Song 
One,” or maybe a heart-wrenching song. 
Sometimes less is more, and that’s all there

The line from the

Nelson), “I love your mother’s cookies” — see, 
because Noah recently had sex with Kevin's 
mom, Claire (Jennifer Lopez), and by “cook- 
ies” he means ... OK, you get it—is an instant 
classic. Please, someone start a band called 
Your Mother’s Cookies. 

In fact, “The Boy Next Door,” which as- 
sumably will be re-titled “Hot For Teacher” 
when it plays overseas/on Lifetime and 
becomes a book the older woman in the 
next lounge chair at the pool is reading, 
has a weird thing about cookies. Claire’s 
estranged husband (John Corbett) allegedly 
said that his secretary, with whom he had an 
affair, smelled like chocolate chip cookies. 
Before Claire gives in to temptation for 
her seemingly nice, handy, 19-year-old new 
neighbor, she smells a cookie he bit to try to 
get a whiff of him. Also, when she watches 
him do sleeveless work on a car, you think 
a Diet Coke commercial is about to break 
out. And after she very quickly insists that 
their tryst was a mistake (even though he’s 
of age and not a student in her school yet), 
“The Boy Next Door” mostly commits to

the tamely predictable, with not nearly 
enough crazy to become awesome crap. 
(Rent “Left Behind” now.) 

Guzman (“Step Up Revolution”) does his 
best to blend charisma and madness in a 
ridiculous role, but Lopez couldn’t hold the 
screen if she had six hands. Inept director 
Rob Cohen (‘Alex Cross”) never cranks 
things up to “Fear”-level intensity, not to 
mention the persistent trashiness of “The 
Crush” or taut excellence of “The Guest.” 

In a tension-free movie like “The Boy Next 
Door,” driving 80 miles per hour with no 
brakes near the edge of a cliff appears funny, 
not suspenseful, and ends without any major 
injuries. Obviousness includes Kevin (who 
has none of his Hispanic mom’s genes and 
seems to think his crush’s last name is “The 
Most Beautiful Girl in School”) having major 
allergies that pop up at random times and a 
laptop holding such transparent evidence it’s 
shocking there isn’t a folder titled “evidence.” 

By the way, awful first-time feature writer 
Barbara Curry is a Northwestern law grad 
and also wrote the upcoming “The Perfect 
Guy,” which, according to IMDB, has an 
extremely similar plot to “The Boy Next 
Door.” Just guessing, but it seems somebody 
done her wrong.
